Tropical Hurricane Destroys Property 


Valued at Millions of Dollars— Three 


Lives Are Lost at Key W est— An­ 


other Storm Is Approaching From 


the 
West, 
Bringing 
the 
Coldest 


Weather of the Season. 


Transfer of People From an Aerial 


Craft to a Steamer Without Parallel 


in H istory— Balloon That W as En­ 


deavoring to Cross the Atlantic to 


the British Isles W as in Distress 


When Located. 
Washington, Oct, 19.— Two remark- 
, able storm conditions exist 
on the 
weather map of the United States and 
the situation is a serious one, accord­ 
ing to experts of the weather bureau. 
W ith the gulf storm sweeping north­ 
eastward from Florida at a velocity of 
fifty-two miles an hour, threatening 
great damage to shipping and prop- 
erty along the eastern coast and with 
a low barometer of 29.IL* in Florida, a 
rare condition, another storm is ap­ 
proaching 
from 
the west, bringing 
w ith it the coldest weather of the 
season. 
In the Middle states an ex­ 
cessive drop in the temperature prob­ 
ably w ill come In twenty-four hours. 
Behind the W estern storm, which 
extends from W estern Lake Superior 
to Texas, is an extensive area of high 
barometer that has developed the ex­ 
treme cold. 
The cold will be felt in 
the Atlantic 
sections 
by 
Thursday 
night. 
Should the gulf storm and the W est­ 
ern 
storm meet along the Eastern 
coast the situation would be doubly 
serious, but, in the opinion of the 
weather forecaster, the Southern hur­ 
ricane will have passed out to sea be­ 
fore the W estern storm can meet it. 
So dangerous Is the Southern situs- 
i tion regarded twat hurricane warnings 
t are displayed on the coast from Flor­ 
ida to the New Jersey coast. 
In the 
lake region storm warnings have been 
ordered displayed. 


New’ York, Oct. 19.— Man's first at­ 
tempt to cross any ocean in an airship 
has failed, but W alter W ellm an, five 
companions and a kitten, who essayed 
the voyage, are safe#* The airship— 
the giant Am erica— is a battered aer­ 
ial derelict, abandoned at sea, perhaps 
still in the air, perhaps sunk beneath 
the waves with her costly equipment. 
When deserted she had been in the 
air probably seventy-two hours, a new 
world’s 
record 
tor 
dirigibles, 
and. 
driven 
by 
the wind, has 
traveled 
doubtless 800 miles. 
W hether the dis­ 
tance record for dirigibles— 870 miles 
— also w ill be broken remains to be 
computed. 
Ricked up by the steamship Trent 
off the North Carolina coast Wellm an 
and his fellow air navigators are due 
in New York today. 
They left their craft only because 
she was in distress and blown so far 
from the line of transatlantic steam­ 
ship travel that a continuation of the 
voyage with the British isles as the 
objective 
point 
was 
hopeless. 
So, 
summoning aid by wireless, the diffi­ 
cult and dram atic 
transfer to 
the 
Trent 
was 
accomplished 
and 
the 
Am erica was left to the fate of the 


tvJ m l a. 
For an incident without parallel in 
history— the 
transfer of 
passengers 
from an airship to a steamship— mea­ 
ger were the details obtained by w ire­ 
less. 
W ireless, at all times more or 
less uncertain, was rendered more so 
by the tropical storm which swept 
northward, but 
wireless stations In 
the vicinity of New York picked up 
from the Trent a word here and a 
word there, amplifying on the early 
dispatches. 


All Safety Transferred. 


It was learned that W ellm an had 
found it necessary to rid the airship 
of the burden of most of its gasoline, 
retaining only enough to reach land in 
the event the Trent had not come to 
the 
rescue. 
When 
the 
steamship 
heeded the calls of distress and drew 
near its aerial sister W ellm an shouted 
his predicament through a megaphone 
and decided that he would lower his 
lifeboat, which swung from the diri­ 
gible’s 
belly. 
As a 
precaution 
the 
Trent 
lowered her 
lifeboats, which 
stood by until the transfer was effect­ 
ed and W ellm an and his crew, even 
down to the frightened, squirming kit­ 
ten, were safe on board the liner, sur­ 
rounded by the excited passengers. 
The rescue was accompanied at a 
time 
when 
two continents 
awaited 
breathlessly the fate of the dirigible 
and her crew, a feeling that had be- 
comme so acute here that President 
Taft had authorized the navy depart­ 
ment to send out vessels in search of 
the missing airship, which, prior to 
the rescue, was last in communication 
by wireless with the Marconi station 
at Siasconset, Nantucket. 
At Atlantic City, Mrs. W ellm an and 
Mrs. Melvin Vaniman, wife of W e ll­ 
man’s chief engineer, w’ere torn with 
anxiety, while every wireless station 
on the Atlantic coast was exerting ef­ 
forts to pick up some news of the 
navigators. 
Captain Down of the Trent flashed 
first news of the rescue in a message 
to the New’ York Times, which with 
the Chicago 
Record-Herald and 
the 
London Daily Telegraph, contributed 
$35,000 for the purpose of the expedi-

Cross Northern Minnesota relief com­ 
mittee to carry forward its work of 
temporary aid already begun. 
This 
committee 
was 
given 
full 
charge of all further collections and 
distribution of 
funds 
in connection 
with the permanent relief. 
The com­ 
mittee w as made up of W . A. MeGon- 
agle of Duluth, chairm an; J. IL Beek 
of St. Paul and E. T. Lies of Minne­ 
apolis. 
They were instructed to as­ 
sume their duties at once. 
Governor Eberhart issued the fol­ 
lowing appeal to the public; 
“ The organization of the Red Cross 
Northern Minnesota relief committee. 
in whose hands 
the work of 
per­ 
manent relief has been placed, makes 
it Im perative that the full amount of 
$100,000, originally estimated, should 
be raised and paid in at once. 
All 
collections and subscriptions not a1 
ready reported should be turned in to 
Kenneth 
Clark, treasurer, 
St. Paul, 
through whom all disbursements will 
be made.’*

KANSAS CITY OPERATES FARM 


SWEEPS FLORIDA PENINSULA 


Storm Coes Damage Estimated at M il­ 
lions of Dollars. 


Jacksonville, Fla., 
Oct. 19.— W hat 
undoubtedly will prove to be one of 
the most destructive of storms swept 
the 
entire 
Florida 
peninsula, doing 
damage estimated at several million 
dollars. 
Forty thousand square miles 
of territory south of Jacksonville ha* 
been without means of communication 
with the outside world for more than 
twenty-four hours. 
The last reports 
from this section, embracing all that 
territory south of a line from Tampa 
to St. Augustine, told of hurricane 
winds, hourly increasing in intensity, 
and rapidly falling barometers. 
The 
orange crop in that territory and the 
vast trucking industry probably are 
ruined. 
That the property damage through­ 
out the state will total several millions 
and that there has been loss of life is 
not doubted here. 
The loss in this city is great. Sem i­ 
panic conditions prevent definite infor 
mation as to loss of life. 
The only means of communication 
with the outside world is a single 
telegraph wire to St. Augustine.

President Lenient Judge. 


Mr. Taft proved a lenient judge, and 
it was, indeed, a happy fate which 
brought nearly a score of rejected im­ 
migrants to the bar for final decision 
on the day of the president’s visit.

W alker, Minn., Oct. 19.— Forest fires 
continue to throw people into a state 
of terror in this vicinity. 
Settlers and 
homesteaders are driving into town 
from all parts of the country adjacent 
to W alker and tell of unconquerable 
fires 
in 
their 
neighborhood. 
The 
smoke is so dense that these people 
have to remain either in doors or else 
get out of the country. 
Richard La Vigne, a homesteader 
living near the old agency, came in 
and tells of big fires less than half a 
mile from his settlement. 
This local­ 
ity has been recently settled up by 
farmers from Iowa and Southern .Min­ 
nesota and it is feared that many of 
them will lose their homes unless a 
favorable change occurs in the wind. 
Across the Great 
Northern track 
another fire is burning toward W alker 
and in 
the path of 
this sweep of 
flames are the homes of several set­ 
tlers. 
F ifty men guard the tracks to 
prevent the fire from crossing when it 
reaches that point. 
Several farmers 
here have abandoned their homes, but 
the smoke is too dense to tell if the 
fire has devoured their plates. 
In the village the fire company has 
all fire apparatus in the streets in 
readiness to combat the flying embers 
should a wind come up to blow' these 
firebrands into the village. 
The forest fires themselves do not 
endanger 
the 
town, owing 
to 
the 
scarcity of 
standing 
tim ber around 
the village, and with no wind blowing 
the flames will naturally die down 
upon approaching the town. 
But a 
south wind will carry sparks easily 
Into the village.

IN GRIP OF THE HURRICANE 


Key West Suffers Loss of Life and 
Property. 


K ey W est, Fla., via Havana, Oct. 
19.— The tropical hurricane which has 
been sweeping over the W est Indies 
and Southern waters for the past five 
days took Key W est in its grip and 
tore away the roofs of houses, shook 
a number of buildings from their foun­ 
dations, blew vessels from their moor­ 
ings and did other damage, the extent 
of which cannot yet be estimated. 
The south beach section and the 
western part of the city suffered the 
greatest effects from the storm. 
The 
sea poured over the low lying shores 
and many houses facing the ocean 
w’ere either wrecked or blown from 
their blocks. 
The new’ government 
wharf 
was 
pounded by the heavy waves until 
sections of it were broken away. 
The 
damage 
to 
the 
electric 
company’s 
plants amounts to $50,000, while the 
naval station will cost many thou­ 
sands of dollars to put in repair. 
Three lives are reported lost.

the

treasurer made their reports. 
There 
are 15,648 members of the church in 
the state, with 20,094 children in the 
Sunday 
schools. 
There

churches, with a valuation of $849,880. 
The number of parsonages is 126, with 
a value of $253,173. 
The church prop­ 
erty, exclusive of the university prop­ 
erty, amounts to over $1,100,000. 
The conference gave to foreign mis­ 
sions in the year 1909-10 the sum of 
$16,586. 
The Mitchell district led all 
others with $3,453. 
The total amount 
contributed to 
home missions 
was 
$7,356. 
The amount contributed to all 
benevolent collections was over $55,- 
000 or an average of $3.66 per capita 
for purposes outside the local church’s 
interests.

equilibrator, 
which 
served the triple purpose of elongat­ 
ed gasoline tank, balance and wire­ 
less “ ground,” 
W ellm an had flashed 
by wireless to Siasconset that this im­ 
mense appendage, 
battered 
by 
the 
waves, had caused trouble and anxiety, 
necessitating shutting off the motors 
at times. 
Buffeted as the craft was 
by the winds, it is likely that the 
equilibrator caused greater trouble in 
the 
Am erica’s 
unwilling 
southward 
journey. 
The Am erica is, or was, 288 feet 
long and 52 feet in diameter, with a 
lifting capacity of 23,650 pounds. The 
envelope 
alone 
weighed 
two 
tons. 
There 
were 
three 
gasoline 
engines 
m().ard, two of from eighty to ninety 
borsepow’er for the propellers and the 
smaller a donkey engine. 
The craft 
was practically the same 
in which 
W ellm an made his two starts for the 
North pole. 
Mr. W ellm an is fifty-two years old 
and was born in Mentor, O. 
As a 
journalist and explorer he became in-j 
terested in ballooning, and has had 
great faith in the possibilities of ex­ 
ploration and voyaging by dirigible.

to county option to prejudice the 
public mind again st it by represent­ 
in g th at it is not a square propo­ 
sition but intended to deceive that 
its real purpose is state prohibition:
